The work of moving the mach­ 
inery out to the E. B. Pate farm 
in the southwest corner of 
the 
Thomas J. Blake more survey was 
started Thursday morning. 
This location is five and one- 
half miles directly north of Com­ 
anche on what is known as the 
“ Upper” l)e Leon road, and is in 
tin* region of the 
Pennsylvania 
outcroppings that are in evidence 
along the creeks that run to the 
north of Comanche. 
The Pate oil association is head­ 
ed In Byron Pate for many years 
a resident of Comanche, but for 
the past several years a resident 
of San Antonio. 
The company 
owns 
its 
own 
string of tools and derrick com­ 
plete and will do their own drill­ 
ing which insures the stockholders 
that the work will he done at the 
minimum of cost to the company. 
The attention of the oil frater­ 
nity is now turned to the section 
north and northwest of Comanche 
and the section in which this well 
is being put down is regarded gen­ 
erally as an excellent chance for 
production which belief is further 
strengthened by the geological re­ 
ports on the immediate section. 
The association owns the land 
upon which this well will be drill­ 
ed in fee and will receive all the 
oil produced on the land whereas 
these classes of companies general­ 
ly get only seven-eighths of the 
oil produced. 
The drilling of this well was 
made possible through the efforts 
of Mr. Pate and of a nyytfEDer of. 
the nearby landowners who gave 
leases into a pool on which to drill. 
Work of getting up therig will 
start probably Monday 
and the 
work of drilling should be under 
vav within two weeks at the out- 
sis!•e.

It sure is a lonely spot 
in a faraway land,

from his dear old mother. 
I have just come in off duty and 
at** a midnight 
supper; 
it 
was 
Lean onions, light bread, apple 
sauce and black coffee, and tasted 
mighty good when a fellow has 
been on patrol ten hours, with two 
sandwiches at 6 o ’clock. 
They 
ar»* brought to us on a motorcycle, 
I saw all kinds of men on the 
guard today. 
They wore tights 
with black velvet cloth around 
their hips, and wore big red bows 
at their knees, red caps, white kid 
gloves, and at their right 
side 
hung long, bright swords. 
Both 
wore mustaches that reached from 
ear to ear. 
I am sure glad we 
have nothing like that in America. 
Most all the men over here wear 
mustaches exeept us and tlx* E n g ­ 
lish. 
J saw the president yester­ 
day.
